Tennessee Prison; 
Guards Kill One 


Nashville. Tenn , 
Nov. 
27.—Will 
Whitfield. a negro convict at the state 
penitentiary, i* 
dead, 
and 
Savoy 
Bentley and Will Ro^s, two other ne­ 
gro prisoners, were shot in a 
riot 
which was participated in by 600 of 
the negro prisoners in the 
dining 
room of {he main prison at the sup­ 
per hour yesterday afternoon. 
The riot started ju st after a negro. 
Lad Bradley, had been taken froru 
♦ he dining room by Guard Eld Mosicr 
on account of engaging in boisterous 
conversation duSng the meal, con­ 
sidered a serious breach of discipline. 
Mosicr started from the dining room 
with the Bradley negro and the negro 
tried to overpower him. 
During the 
scuffle Mosier's gun fell from its hol­ 
ster to the floor and was discharged. 
This attracted the attention of E. G. 
Brown, the steward, who was in the 
kitchen at the time. 
He rushed to 
Mosier’s aid. and by the tim e he got 
to the men the negroes were on their 
feet, rushing toward the door, th ro w ­ 
ing dishes and yelling. 
"♦Kill ’em! Kill every one of them ,” 
they were shouting.
